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The Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, incorporated 
February 4, fSyo, is a permanent public exhibition of 
original works of the art of Egypt, Greece, Rome, the 
Orient, and modern Eurote and America, supplemented 
by reproductions of others. It is supported wholly by 
private gifts, and managed by a Board of Trustees 
including representatives of Harvard University, the 
Boston Athenaum, the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, the City and the State, with the cooperation of a 
responsible staff. Visitors, about 250,000 annually. 

A public museum of fine art offers the whole people 
an unfailing source of interest, improvement, and 
delight. It is especially the privilege of wealth to 
further the enrichment of museum collections and their 
interpretation to the visitor. Opportunities not likely to 
recur for the acquisition of important objects present 
themselves continually. The oral and written exposition 
of the works shown demands highly trained assistance. 
In the measure of the funds placed at its command by 
donation or bequest, a museum can both widen and 
deepen its influence. 

The legal title is "Museum of Fine Arts" Names 
of givers are permanently attached to objects purchased 
with their gifts.

Tickets to the Museum. 

The gift to the Museum of five hundred dollars 
($500) or its equivalent in works of art entitles a sub- 
scriber to a personal ticket giving admission to the 
Museum during his life. 

Annual Tickets admitting four persons (transferable) 
are issued to Annual Subscribers of $10.00 and up- 
wards. Subscribers are also entitled to receive, free by 
post, copies of the Report of the Museum, issued yearly, 
and the Bulletin, which appears bi-monthly. Cheques 
should be made payable to the Museum of Fine Arts 
and addressed to the Assistant Director at the Museum. 

Admission by ticket is granted to artists on satis- 
fying the Director of their professional qualification, 
and for such period as the Director may determine, 
not exceeding one year. 

Free tickets of admission are also issued at the 
Director's discretion to 

(1) Teachers, alone or accompanied by pupils 
for purposes of instruction in art. 

(2) Any student of art or history, when rec- 
ommended by a teacher known to the Museum ; also 
special students whose course of investigation may be 
assisted by work in the Museum, and those who are 
attending special courses of instruction in the Museum. 

(3) Designers and other artists employed in 
industries and duly recommended to the Museum. 

Application for free admission under these provisions 
should be made at the Director's office. 



Notice to Teachers, Students and 
Designers. 

In accordance with the provisions set forth above, 
Instructors' Tickets may be obtained, admitting pro- 
fessors and teachers in universities, colleges, normal 
schools, schools and other institutions of teaching who 
wish to avail themselves of the privilege of free admis- 
sion to the Museum. Teachers in schools can, if they 
desire, obtain tickets admitting themselves accompanied 
by pupils, and they may also obtain tickets for distribu- 
tion among students whom they wish to send unaccom- 
panied to visit the collections. All employers of de- 
signers and artists are invited to communicate with 
the Museum in order that forms may be supplied to 
obtain the names of their assistants for whom free 
admission is wished. Application for tickets can be 
made personally at the Director's Office or by letter 
addressed to the Museum. Teachers in schools may 
apply also through superintendents or supervisors of 
drawing. 

Library and Collection of Photographs. 

The Library of the Museum is in the basement, and 
contains about ten thousand bound and unbound vol- 
umes chosen especially for their value to students of art, 
and illustrative of the works of art in the Museum 
collection. The Library is open to any visitor to the 
Museum. The Librarian, or an assistant, is constantly 
present to give information to readers. 

The Photograph collection contains about seventeen 
thousand photographs of sculpture, architecture, paint- 
ing, and miscellaneous subjects. 

Free tickets of admission are issued at the Director's 
discretion to special students whose course of investi- 
gation may be aided by work in the Library. Applica- 
tion should be made through the Librarian.

Mr. B. H. Hill of the department 
of Classical Art will continue his course in Greek Art; 
Miss Alicia M. Keyes will lecture on the Dutch 
painters of the seventeenth century, and Mr. Wi'liam 
Rankin will lecture on the Art of the Renaissance, in- 
cluding both painting and sculpture. A circular giving 
the programs and the courses will be published by 
Simmons College.
